In the County Board. 

When the County Board met yesterday 
President Smith presented a communication 
calling attention to the complaints made re- 
garding the manner in which J. T. Nash & 
Co. were claiming to carry out their coal con- 
tract. Letters were submitted from Supt. 
Hyland to the contractors demanding better 
service, and letters of complaint from Dr. 
Benson, Engineer Pillsbury, and Supt. Pyne. 
The matter was referred to the Public Service 
com mittee. 

** T can’t understand,” said Deputy County 
Controller Daniel Healy, how this pilfering 
has escaped the attention of the Commission- 
ers thus far. It was plain to me all along 
that extravagance prevailed at the county in- 
stitutions. It could not be otherwise. Why, 
only one day last week a requisition was 
brought to me for 5,000 two-cent stamped en- 
velopes for the county. These cost at the 
rate of $22.50 per 1,000. I asked what was the 
necessity for so many stamped envelopes for 
the county, but got no satisfactory reply, 
Wardens, storekeepers, custodians, etc., 
seemed to have it all their own way. 

At the County Hospital, if expenditures 
are maintained at the present figures for the 
next two months, the appropriation for sup- 
plies will be overdrawn from $25,000 to $30,000. 
I have warned the authorities there, but it 
seems to be to no purpose, At the commence- 
ment of the fiscal year we had. $235,000 to the 
credit of the building fund. All but $40,000 
has been expended and there is hardly any- 
thing to show for it but the Detention Hospital. 
At the beginning of the year the Commis- 
sionerstalked about building additional stories 
on the Court-House, about carrymg Chicago 
water to Dunning, about many and various 


improvements. Where are they? There is 
the Detention Hospital only. The city paid 


building. The building fund was paid to 
carpenters, plumbers, and repairers at the 
county institutions that ought to be paid out 
of the appropriations for salaries for those in- 
stitutions.”’ 

A Scandalous State of Affairs. 

It is a scandalous fact,“ said a Commis- 
sioner, that many of the so-called store- 
keepers and weighmasters employed at the 
county institutions were formerly employed 
by the contractors who furnished goods. They 
of course stood in with the contractors. The 
fellow Weisenburg, whom we discharged the 
other day for passing bad meat on us, was 
formerly employed by the butcher. He was 
imposed on us by a groggery keeper who has 
an unaccountable influence over one of the 
Commissioners, This fellow Cella is an Italian 
from the Stock-Yards of rather sinister ap- 
pearance. Since his arrest many stories have 
reached us about him. But we have others 
just as bad. The board asa whole has been 
grossly deceived. But we are only getting at 
the initial facts. We may have some more in 
a few days.”’ | 

Frank Walker, attorney of the County 
Board, after consultation with Commission- 
ers Stauber and Lieb, said yesterday: My 
honest judgment is that the amount of the 
theft will reach $10,000. It may be more. 
It has been systematic and shameless. 

Commissioner Green said: The coal con- 
tract is only a small part of the stealing. We 
oughtysto have found out long ago that there 
had been wholesale plunder. Why, think of 
it. We bougbt hundreds of bushels of pota- 
toes every week at $1 and $1.25 per bushel, and 
we used only fifty bushels. The other fifty 
were bogus bushels. Else we were cheated.” 

Cella Released on Bail. 


John A. Cella was before Judge Brentano 
for a preliminary hearing yesterday morning. 
He asked a continuance and was given until 
Monday, Oct. 26. Bond was fixed at $5,000, 
and Antonia A. Cella, the young man’s father, 
and D. C. Reggio, a saloonkeeper, became 
sureties, 

The county, represented by Attorney 
Walker, was equally desirous of continuance. 
J understand,’’ said Mr. Walker, that the 
accounts may show a shortage of $10,000 or 
$12,000, but we can’t fix the amount until the 
investigation has been completed.” 


The warrant for Cella’s arrest charges mal- 


feasance in office, but Mr. Walker eaid the 
complaint would likely be changed to embez- 
zlement. The hearing before Judge Bren- 
tano will be preliminary in its nature, and at 
worst can end for Cella in commitment to the 
grand jury. The proceeding is one that, nat- 
urally comes before a Justice of the Peace, 
but when Commissioners Nelson, Green, and 
Stauber reached the city after their investiga- 
tion Saturday Judge Brentano was the only 
magistrate whe could be found.

TO GET NEAR THE FAIR. 


THE ROCK ISLAND ROAD ASKS THE 
COUNCIL FOR A RIGHT OF WAY. 


It Desires to Connect with the Baltimore 
and Ohio Tracks—An %rdinance for a 
Cross-Town Street-Car Line on Twenty- 
second Street—The Torrence Terminal 
Scheme Favored—Aldermen Do a Great 
Deal of Business Thongh They Have a 
Tame Session. 


While the meeting of the Council was ex- 
Ceediugly tame last evening considerable 
business was transacted. There were a few 
unimportant measures that called forth ef- 
forts at eloquence, but the meeting for the 
most part was devoid of discussion. 

Ald. Sexten presided. Aid. Noble mtro- 
duced an ordinance grantihg permission to 
the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific railroad 
company to construct and maintam in 
connection with its tracks now  main- 
tained on Eighty-ninth street a 
double track extension of its 
South Chicago branch from the west line of 
the right of way of its main line at a point 
south of Eighty-ninth street to a connection 
with said track in Eighty-ninth street at a 
point west of Hilisdale avenue, with the right 
to cross all intersecting streets, alleys, and 
highways; also to complete and operate a 
„“ connection between the tracks of 
its Washington Heights branch and 
the tracks ot the Pittsburg, Ciacin- 
nati, Chicago and St. Louis railroad 
by constructing adouble track from a point 
on its Washington Heights branch at or near 
Page street tu a convenient point contecting 
with the tracks of the last-named eompany, 
with the right to cross all intérvening streets. 
The ordinance further proposed to connect 
with the World’s Fair grounds over the Balti- 
more and Ohio tracks now in existence and 
proposed to be built. Referred te the Com- 
mittee on Railroads. } 

For a Cross-Town Line. 


Ald. Dorman introduced an ordinance for a 
cross-town line known as the West and South 
Side railway. It provides for the construction of 
a street railway from Portland avenue to 
Crawford avenue on Twenty-second street, 
and on Lawndale avenue from Twenty-second 
to Thirty-fifth street. The franchise asked is 
for twenty years, and it is prescribed that the 
road be conducted in a way satisfactory to the 
Commissioner of Public Works. The power 
is defined as animal, cable, electric, com- 
pressed air, or motor. | 

The company agrees to keep sixteen feet of 
the street in repair where double track is used 
and to remove itstracks and replace the street 
when its rights expire. All damage to abut- 
ting property-owners is to be paid by the com- 
pany. The company also agrees to pay a li- 
cense of $50 for each car, and after 1895 as a 
tax on each mile of track such sum as shall 
be uniformly levied on all other companies op- 
erating street railways in the city, the pay- 
ment of such per mile tax to commence in 
1896. Sec. 9 compels the heating of 
street-cars from November to March, and 
requires that a sufficient number of 
cars shall be run at all times to accommodate 
the public. The company indemnifies the 
city from all damages against the city arising 
from the granting of the ordinance and exe- 
cutes a bond of $10,000 conditioned to faith- 
fully carry out the ordinance. The ordinanve 
stipulates that it shall be subject to general 
ordinances of the city now in force or which 
hereafter may be passed. The company is 
given the right toconnect ifs tracks with those 
of the Chicago City railway company at or 
near Grove street, but has ao right to con- 
struct any track east of the Chicago River 
without the consent in writing of the South 


-Sideeompany. The right ig given to operate | 


over tracks not owned by it on such 
conditions as may be agreed upon 
by lease or otherwise not in poaflict 
with general ordinances of the city and 
conditioned that the rate of fare over its own 
lines or the lines over which it may operate by 
lease shall not exceed 5 cents for any distance 
within the present or future city limits.. Work 
shall be commenced as early in the spring of 
1892 as circumstances will permit, and five 
miles of road must be completed before De- 
cember of next year or all rights are for- 
feited. 

It was referred to the Committee on Streets 
and Alleys South and West. 

An Old Fight Revived. 

Ald. Kenny introduced an order providing 
that the Commissioner of Public Works report 
by what authority the Pittsburg and Fort 
Wayne railroad company is occupying Stew- 
art avenue between Thirty-ninth and Sixtieth 
streets; also what proposition the company 
has made relative to the construction of via- 
ducts. This is the revival of an old fight be- 
tween the company and certain Town of Lake 
property-owners. 

An order was passed directing the Western 
Indiana railroad company to stop all passen- 
ger trains at Sixteenth street. 

The Commissioner of Public Works was 
directed to compel the Chicago and Western 
Indiana railroad company and the Pittsburg, 
Fort Wayne and Chicago to sufficiently light 
their tracks at street intersections along 
Stewart avenue between Thirty-first and 
Thirty-third streets. 

Ald. Burke presented the report of the Com- 

mittee on Streets and Alieys South in favor 
of the Torrence Terminal ordinance with an 
amendment providing that it should make 
$100,000 it as a guarantee of good faith. 
Several of the Aldermen have expressed tnem- 
selves as opposed to this deposit because the 
line is to be built on the company’s right of 
way. 
Ald. O’Brien introduced a series of resolu- 
tions expressive of sorrow at the death of ex- 
Ald. William ‘Tracy and that the Council at- 
tend the funeral in a body. Ald. Cullerton, 
O’Brien, and Burke were appointed a special 
committee to take charge of the funeral ar- 
rangements.

To the Honourable the Mayor aiid Aldermen of 
the City of Chicago—Gentlemen: In reply to the 
order passed by your honorable body Oct. 5, ask- 
ing by what authority and condition permits are 
issued for the erection of buildings to exceed 
seven stories in height, I desire to say that Sec. 
1.577, Class C. Muncipal Code, provides for the 
construction of buildings of more than 100 feet 
in height. No building of seven stories in height 
will reach the point of 100 feet, and as the above 
named section does not prescribe how much 
higher than 100 feet a building may be erected I 
do no not see my way clear to refuse permits for 
buildings over the seven-story limit. 

As to the conditions upon which permits are 
issued, plans of all buildings to be erected must 
be submitted and are examiued with great care 
before the permit is issued. 

1 would suggest tu your honorable body that an 
ordinance be passed restricting the height of 
buildings to eight stories, as I consider the bigh 
buildings already constructed and in process of 
construction detrimental to the business interests 
of the city.

TWO SISTERS SUDDENLY BECOME INSANE. 


Unfortunate Condition of the Daughters of 
a Syracuse Manufacturer. 

Syrracusg, N. Y., Oct. 19.—[ Special.] — The 
unusual experience of two young women be- 
coming insane within a few hours in one 
family has just occurred in the household of 
Edward Clark, a wealthy manutacturer liv- 
ing in Elbridge, a suburb of this city. Mr. 
Clark has two pretty and accomplished daugh- 
ters, both graduates from Syracuse University. 
Lillie, the eldest, lost her reason while at the 
dinner table Saturday evening, and within a 
short time Maggie also showed signs of de- 
mentia. Both escaped to the lawn and there 
became clasped in each other’s arins. It took 
three strong men to separate them. They 
became very violent and had to be restrained. 
Dr. J. W. Warren was called and administered 
strong narcotics, but it was three hours be- 
fore the medicine had any effect. The only 
reason that can be ascribed for the girls’ loss 
of reason is that there have been signs of in- 
sanity on their mother’s side and it may be 
hereditary. There has been little improve- 
ment in their eondition for two days and it is 
believed that they will have to be taken to an 
asylum. The sad affliction was kept quiet 
until today.

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DR. PATTON’S ORTHODOXY 


TWO PRINCETON GRADUATES FUR- 
NISH SOME INTERESTING FACTS. * 


They Are Both Clergymen and Both Con- 
tradict the Celebrated Heretic Hunter's 
Statements—The Rev. Mr. Smith Made 
the Report of the Address Kelative to 
Repentance After Death and Held the 
Proofs—His Interview with the College 
President on the Subject. 


New York, Oct. 19.—[Special. —Smee Dr. 
Briggs’ inaugural address there has been 
nothing in a theologieal way that has stirred 
the Controversialists so much as the repro- 
duction of Dr. Patton’s sanctification views 
of 1887. By this time 5,200 Presbyterian cler- 
gymen have read Dr. Patton’s expressions 
probably with surprise and consternation. 
Judging from the tone of the discussion that 
has already sprung up if any other Presbyte- 
rian had uttered Dr. Patton’s reported views 
he would be in danyer of investigation. Dr. 
Patton’s orthodoxy is not likely to be officially 
questioned, but what he said at Princeton in 
1887 is to be used by the defense. in the 
Briggs trial, and it will be a formidable weap- 
on. tt may acquit the “heretic.” If does 
not it can easily be used to show the ma- 
jority in the undesirable light of expelling 
one man and retaining another holding the 
same opinions. This is supposing Dr. Patton 
to have been correctly reported. He says he 
was not. The Rev. Mr. McQueen, who was 
the stenographer, positively attests the cor- 
rectness of his notes. The Rev. Frank Hyatt 
Smith, who took the address in longhand, cor- 
roborates Mr. McQueen. Both say they are 
-ready to make oath to their statements. Mr. 
Smith, who is now pastor of a prosperous 
Congregational Church in Cambridge, Mass., 
came to New York today and gave out the 
following atcount of the address and his con- 
nection with it. 

“The Philadelphian Socicty at Princeton 
published a periodical called the Philadel- 
phian Magazine, of which I was the senior 
editor in 1887. We published in ever§ issue 
the address of some professor before the soci- 
ety. After Dr. Patton’s remarks Dr. Duffield 
came to me and said: 

Rather Broad Views, 

Those views df Dr. Patton were very 
broad. You had better not print them 
without showing him the ‘proofs.’ Accord- 
ingly, when the report had been written out 
and set up I took the proofs to Dr. Patton, 
with a request to be allowed to print the ad- 
dress. He had no reason to be surprised at 
the request. He knew well what the custom 
had been. Neverthelegs he exhibited annoyance 
and excitement and said: O, no; you must 
not print that. It would injure the church. 
I was speaking as Dr. Patton and not as a 
Princeton professor. I can’t allow you to 
print a word of it.’ 

I notice that Dr. Patton says in his inter- 
view that he objected to the publication on 
the ground that the address lacked literary 
form. He said nothing of that kind in my 
hearing. The only objections he mentioned 
to me were the possible injury to the church, 
and the fact that he was about to write an 
article on the same subject for a New York 
magazine, Of course I promised not to print 
the address if he wished it suppressed. but 
without my knowledge one of the other editors 
of the magazine inserted a paragraph to the 
effect that Mr. Patton’s address had been held 
over for another issue. Thereupon Dr. Patton 
called me before him and took me severely to 
task for the paragraph. Now,’ he said, the 
public will be expecting the address to be 
printed, and I would not have it printed for 
any consideration. It would injure the 
J kept my proofs.

The Doctrine of Future Probation. 

„AS Tus Trisune said Saturday, the first 
paragraph in the quotations which it gave 
from the address expresses the doctrine of 
future probation pure and simple. I see that 
Dr. Patton says he was defining the doctrine 
of purgatory, and not his beliefinit. He 
says that a colon should be inserted before 
the first sentence in the paragraph. Then it 
will appear that the paragraph you quote jis 
only an explanation of what has gone before. 
If Dr. Patton’s orthodoxy has get to where it 
hangs by a colon it must be frail. Examina- 
tion of the address will show that the fore- 
going sentence and the first sentence of the 
quotation cannot well be connected by a colon 
or anything else. ; 

„There may have been persons in the audi- 
ence that night who got the impression that 
Dr. Patton now tries to give, but I never 
heard of them. The address was freely com- 
mented upon among the students. All whom 
I heard speak of it had exactly the idea that 
Mr. McQueen and I had—namely: that Dr. 
Patton had clearly given in his adherence to 


the doctrine of sanctification after death—the 


same doctrine for which Dr. Briggs is now to 
be tried. There is no doubt that if Dr. Briggs 
is heretical then Dr. Patton is heretical also. 
That is not all. If I or any other student in 
Princeton had, upon examination, professed 
other views given in that address we would 
not have been allowed to be graduated, He 
says: 
Nothing Is Jeopardized. 

‘¢¢T am pretty sure that there is no doctrine 

that is put in jeopardy by the simple affirma- 


tion of this belief in future probation.’ That 


is a direct contradiction of the theol- 
ogy taught at Princeton. At the 
end of his address he says: Those 
who hear the gospel in this world will 
not have another chance hereafter; those who 
do not hear it or have no opportunity here 
will have some chance in the future. Our 
own confession of faith, which some think 
very straſtlaced, does hold out that hope, 
although it does say that the heathen cannot 
be saved by framing their lives according to 
the light of nature.’ 

That is also a square contradiction of the 
Princetonian system. For either expression 
any other man would be tried for heresy. I 
understand that the address is to be used as 
evidence for the defense in the Briggs trial.

Five Thousand Dollars for German Baptists— 
| Presbyterian Officers. 

The regular weekly meeting of the Baptist 
ministers was held yesterday. The Rev. J. 
W. Weddel. 1 esided. The Committee on 
Foreign Popula. ion recommended that $5,000 
be raised for the ussistance of the First Ger- 
man Church.

USE OF TOBACCO BY CLERGYMEN, 


How Chicago Divines Regard the Utterance 
of Sir Morell McKenzie. 

In a communication to a London paper Sir 
Morell McKenzie, in answer to the question, 
“Should clergymen smoke?“ expresses the 
opinion that they are the best judges whether 
smoking is inconsistent with their cloth, and 
that the only thing that concerns the public is 
the kind of tobacco the clericals use. 

Several clergymen were yesterday asked 
how they regarded the views of the eminent 
surgeon, and while most of them disliked the 
manner in which he expressed himself, there 
were many who saw nochmg special to cen- 
sure in his statement. They said: : 

The Rev. O. E.. Murray—The use of tobacco is 
an unclean habit, a wasteful extravagance, in- 
jurious to health, and makes a man nervous 
irritable, and offensive in odor to others. Beyond 
that I do not see that the habit has any moral 
bearing for the public or the church, but I con- 
sider the yee of tobacco by ministers as repre- 
—- t is not permitted by the rules of his 
church. 

The Rev. Clinton Locke—I have never used to- 
bacco.and dislike it extremely, but 1 believe a 
clergyman has as muchright to use it as any one 
else. They must be the judges whether it inter- 
feres with their work, and if not no worthy rea- 
son can be offered against their use of it.

An Important Case in Which the City of 
Chicago Is Defendant, 

Corporation Counsel Miller will argue be- 
fore the Supreme Court at Ottawa today the 
appeal of the Chicago and Northwestern rail- 
way company from the decision of Judge 
Adams last July giving the company as dam- 
ages for the opening of Taylor street across 
its property the nominal sum of $1 and costs. 
The road asked for $18,741, of which $1,075 
was for the construction of gates, crossings, 
etc., and the balance as capital to provide in- 
terest enough at 6 per cent to maintain the 
gates and planking and hirè gate tenders.

Harriet S. Alling, a missionary in Japan, 
writes her sister in Chicago under date of 
Sept. 11: I met several missionaries from 
China this summer and the universal opinion 
seems to be that the riots are not directed 
against the missionaries, but against all for- 
eigners, and especially against the Emperor 
and the clan to which he belongs. The Em- 
peror is not a Chinese buta Tartar, and all 
of the highest officials are Tartars. The Chi- 
nese hate them and wish to break their rule, 
and they hope by these riots to involve China 
in a row, so they can drive out the Tartars. 
You may be interested to know that it was the 
first Emperor of the present dynasty who or- 
dered the Chinese to wear the cue, and when 
his subjects objected he made the law that 
criminals should go with cut hair, which order 
made the Chinese submit to the pigtail.

THE “ANNEXATION MOVEMENT IN CAN- 
ADA. 

A dispatch from Ottawa in the last issue of 

Tun Taru sets forth that the Canadian 


growth of annexation sentiment in the 
Dominion, and particularly at the fact that 
many prominent Conservatives have become 
the foremost promoters of the movement. 
From this it would seem they are beginning 
to realize that Canada is coming rapidly to 
the alternative of annexation or bankruptcy. 
Organizations are beng formed to presen‘ 
this alternative to the people, and in the large 
number of parliamentary elections to take 
place during the next six months that or un- 
restricted reciprocity will be made the issue. 

There can be no question that the educa- 
tional campaign of March last, just preceding 
the election, did more to promote the growth 
of annexation sentiment in the Dominion 
than anything which occurred during the pre- 
ceding twenty-five years. 
itiated that campaign by demanding that the 
manufactured products of the United States 
should be admitted free of duty in exchange 
for the free admission of Canadian natural 
products into the American Republic. The 
Tories retorted that such a policy would be 
followed by political union; that it required 
discriminations against England which the 
“mother country would not regard with 
favor; that the Liberals knew this would be 
the outcome, and hence they advocated it. 

The Liberals made a sharp denial and de- 
fended their reciprocity policy upon the 
ground that it was a necessity for Canada. 
They stoutly argued -that the United States 
was the best customer for Canadian natural 
products; that it had been cut off by the un- 
friendly legislation of the Tories, which had 
heaped up duties upon American manufact- 
ured goods and provoked the retaliation of 
the McKinley bill, which deprived Canada of 
its best market; that Canada was in debt over 
240 millions, and needed to utilize all its re- 
sources to keep its head above water. The 
election, however, went against them. Then 
Sir John Macdonald died and a weaker min- 
istry came into power. 

Under these circumstances the evil effects 
of the unfriendly Tory policy and the retali- 
atory policy of the McKinley bill are becom- 
ing more and more plain to all classes. Even 
the Tories themselves now appreciate the 
necessity of unrestricted reciprocity, and con- 
vinced by their own reasoning begin to see 
the wisdom of annexation tothe United States. 
As things now stand they are getting to be 
more in favor of it than the Liberals have 
been. There was, indeed, a good deal to be 
said in favor of the old Tory arguments. 
They reasoned more deeply that the Liberals. 
They were right when they argued there 
would be great difficulties in the way of com- 
plete reciprocity, because practically it would 
make the revenues of Canada depend upon 
the tariff and excises of the United States; 
that they would have to be assimilated; that 
the collections would have to be pooled and 
divided according to population; that Canada 
would be in a condition of commercal de- 
pendence which doubtless would lead up 
speedily to annexation. 

If the dispatch already quoted correctly 
states the situation the Tories are accepting 
the logical deductions from their arguments 
of last March, and annexation therefore may 
come sooner than any one has anticipated. 
These great movements, when they do occur, 
frequently come with a rush, like the ava- 
lanche, which may be ready to descend for a 
long time and when once loosened moves for- 
ward swiftly and unexpectedly. On this side, 
while there will be no effort to start the ava- 
lance, no one will object to itscoming.

OUR HOGS IN FRANCE. 

The French Government is in a quandary 
about American pork products, and its char- 
acter is that usually experienced by people 
who act from a false motive which they know 
is understood in its true light by the rest of 
the world. The Cabinet wishes “to satisfy 
the demands of the United States,” and to 
that end proposes to lift the embargo, but in- 
tends to shut out the product ail the same. 
With that intent it asks for the imposition of 
a duty of 20 francs per 100 kilos, which is 
equal to about 1 cents per pound, and pre- 
tends to think that will satisfy consumers 
in that country and producers in this. The 
dispute among members of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Tariff and their friends is de- 
scribed as a bitter one, but the points 
at issue appear to amount to ilit- 
tle more than the difference between 
a lie and a falsehood. One party wants 
theoretically to admit our pork products, but 
to put the duty so high as to prevent consumers 
from buying it, while the other party is more 
candid though not less selfish. Both want the 
French hog-grower to be protected to the 
point of exclusion against competition with 
the healthy and sweet product of the United 
States. They agreed as long as possible on 
the pitifully false plea that the food we would 
send them is unhealthy, When cornered on 
that by the proof that we have provided an 
efficient inspection they profess an intense 
desire to “take back the charge, but are 
united in the determination to keep out the 
stuff, except that a few of them are in favor 
of admitting it as a high-priced luxury inac- 
cessible to all but the rich Gass. 

The attitude of those fellows is all the more 
reprehensible, as they are calling out loudly 
for the removal: of American restrictions 
against the flooding of our markets with their 
cheap wares in competition with our own. 
They want us to remove the protective duties 
which encourage home industry, but are not 
so high as to prevent a heavy consumption of 
Freach products in this country. They com- 
plain that we are discriminating against them, 
but are not conscientious enough to see that 
their own attitude is indefensible, inasmuch 
as it absolutely shuts out from the great mass 
of French consumers that best of all material 
boons—cheap food. For years past they have 
made the bread-eaters of their country pay 30 
per cent more than the food could have been 
procured for but for the impost, and now it is 
proposed to saddle the consumers of meat 
with about the same extra cost as the most 
favorable terms on which they can purchase 
either the home or the foreign product, it be- 


ing well understood that the duty is levied in 


the interest of the domestic producer. 

Yet it is not impossible that the discussion 
will be productive of good fruit. A minority 
is reported as insisting that there must be 
either moderate protection or none at all.“ 
If they are not sufficiently powerful to carry 
the day it is probable the facts brought out 
during the parley will open the eyes of the 
great mass of the people to the fact that they 
have been forced to pay far more for their 
food than was necessary, and that their neigh- 
bors on the other side of the channel have a 
great advantage over them in that respect, 
which tells powerfully upon their ability to 
compete in the world’s markets with offerings 
of French manufactures. These considera- 
tions, which are purely selfish ones, will be 
apt to strike home to the hearts of the Gauls, 
and start a movement for the speedy reversal 
of a ministerial policy which is dead set 
against the true interests of the people. If 
the American hog should be excluded now it 
is not likely to be for long. On that point 
the whole land will be united; no longer di- 
vidgd into three parts, as it was when de- 
scribed by Julius Cesar.

COTTON VELVETS AND THE TARIFF. 

The following cable dispatch was printed in 
yesterdsy’s TRIBUNE: 

Of the 2,819 velvet looms in Crefeld, in Rhenish 
Prussia, 1,216 have shut down in consequence of 
the enforcement of the McKinley bill. The rest of 
the looms are running on short time. The suffer- 
ing among the unemployed workingmen is ex- 
treme, and especially in view of the rise in bread 
prices. 

The goods mentioned above are cotton vel- 
vets, which sold in this country prior to the 
passage of the McKinley law for about 40 
cents a yard. That law imposed a much high- 
er duty, substituting for an ad valorem one 
a compound specific and ad valorem duty, 
and the result is that the same goods sell now 
for from 5214 to 56 cents per yard; and even 
that advanced price is less than the goods 
would cost if imported at present. 

Since October, 1890, when the McKinley bill 
went into effect, there has been a falling off 
of fully 50 per cent in the importation of 
these goods from Crefeld. One cause of that 
was the heavy stocks imported in the fall of 
1890 before the high duties took effect, when 
the foreign manufacturers were running their 
works to their fullest capacity and sending 
over every yard of cotton velvet they could 
make in order to get the benefit of the old 
lower duties. Those large stocks have not 
been worked off yet on the public. 

Instead of using these velvets since they 
have become dearer people have taken to the 
somewhat cheaper English velveteens, which 
have been imported in increased quantities 
and which in spite of the higher duties sell 
for from 25 to 50 cents a yard. 

The Finance committee of the Senate rec 
ommended the increased duty on these vel 
vets in order to “foster and protect a newly- 
established industry.“ The industry in ques- 
tion does not appear to have prospered much 
during the year of fostering care it has en- 
joyed. American velvets cut no‘ figure in the 
market. There is a mill down East which 
manufactures some, but one Chicago store 
could handle its entire output without diffi- 
culty. The increased price of cotton velvets 
has eaused the consumers to substitute a 
cheaper article therefor, and the greater pro- 
tection does not seem to have benefited the 
American manufacturer, who appears to be 
unable to supply velvet goods at the old rate 
of 40 cents a yard. , 

But while the American importations from 
Crefeld bave fallen off it is absurd to say that 
nearly half the looms have been shut down for 
that reason and that the rest are running on 
short time. Not over 20 per cent of the prod- 


, uct of those looms was sent to this country. 


Much was consumed in Germany and consid- 
erable was sent to all parts of the world 
wherever German trade extends. Therefore, 
the shrinkage in the American demand could 
stop only a small number of looms. It is evi- 
dent that the McKinley law is being held ac- 
countable for whatever falling off of trade 
there may be in all quarters—in Mexico, Ar- 
gentina, and Russia, for instance. 

As for the weavers who are thrown out of 
work, why did they not follow their market 
instead of staymg im Crefeld and starving? 
Had they come to this country and offered 
their serwces for wages 50 ver cent better 
than they had been getting they would have 


MORE BOODLEISM IN COUNTY AFFAIRS. 
At the meeting of the State Board of Chari- 


tients out of that institution and distributing 
them among the similar institutions of the 
State, The change was made about the 1st of 
July.

County 
Controller Healy asserts that if the hospital 
authorities are so lavish with suppiies during 
the next three months as they have been dur- 
ing the last three months there will be a 
deficit in the supply appropriation of from 
$20,000 to $25,000. There was to the credit of 
the County Building fund last February 


$235,000. There is little of this sum left now. 


And yet there is little to show for the expendi- 
ture except the Detention Hospital, which cost 
only about $40,000, The fact is that the County 
Board under the present Democratic régime 
has been as reckless and as wasteful as the 
Van Pelt board or the McCaffrey board, or 
any of the tough boards inflicted on this 
county during its bistory.. The rimgsters 
ought to be cleaned out this fall.

BOMBARDING THE SKIES. 

A dispatch from Camp Edward, Tex., says 
the rainmakers scored a great success by their 
experiment of last Saturday night, bringing a 
heavy rainfall in the face of what they consid- 
ered to be the most adverse conditions possi- 
ble. The result was all the more gratifying to 
them, asup to Friday night they had only 
succeeded in causing a heavy dew after hav- 
ing kept up heavy firmg for nearly forty-eight 
hours, The dew was described as the heaviest 
ever seen in that part of the United States, 
but it was not rain, and the experiments of 
Saturday were undertaken with a conviction 
that if rain did not follow the attempt to ob- 
tain rain by means of a government appro- 
priation would come to an end for this year, 
if not for all time. The rain did not fall till 
some four hours after the crowd had gone 
home with the idea that the thing was a failure. 
Then it rained for nearly an hour, at the end 
of which time the pluviometer showed that 
half an inch in depth had fallen. Telegrams 
received subsequently showed that it had 
rained over an area extending about 40 miles 
to the northwest, 108 miles to the west, 30 to 
the southwest, and 10 to 15 miles to the west 
and south. It is stated that just before the 
firing began Saturday night the hygrometer 
showed but 63 per cent of (the) moisture (re- 
quired for saturation), and that at midnight 
it showed 95 percent. This is a most im- 
portant scientific falt, if it be one, and un- 
doubtediy will furnish the material for much 
discussion 1m scientific circles. The rain that 
fell was estimated to be worth at least $500,- 
000, the total cost of the effort being about 
$2,500, or only a half of one per cent. This 
must be admitted to be “cheap enough, 
provided the people are satisfied that the rain 
would not have visited that section but for the 
expenditure. 

If these rain kings had failed in their latest 
bombardments of the skies the plea for more 
money with which to conduct similar experi- 
ments next year would have been disregarded 
by the coming Congress. The application, if 
made at all, would have been treated with so 
much ridicule as to kill off any hope for gov- 
ernment aid in that direction in the future. 
But with the experience of Sunday morning 
to encourage them the rainmakers or their 
friends will go before Congress confidently, 
and backed by so much of popular enthusiasm 
in the arid or semi-arid regions that the re- 
quest will hardly be refused. They will ask 
for a further appropriation sufficiently large 
to enable them to determine beyond all ques- 
tion whether the artificial causation of rain is 
economically feasible or not. If this be 
granted they will then undertake the work on 
amore comprehensive plan, probably work- 
ing at several different points simultaneously 
or in quick succession, so as to eliminate some 
of the objections raised to the effect that the 
occurrence of rain is merely coincident with 
the process of bombardment, and not a con- 
sequence of it. Should they succeed they will 
have begun one of the greatest economic rev- 
olutions know in history. ; 

Some people may still doubt that the bom- 
barders brought down the half-inch depth of 
rain by their noise-making racket in view of 
adispatch which was published a few days 
prior to the bombardment: 


The telegram from San Diego, Tex., said that 
Gen. Dyrenforth’s intended rainmaking experi- 
ment at that place has been postponed from day 
to day for two weeks on accountof the weather. 
“The party arrived,“ it said, in the midst ofa 
series of rain-storms, and waited for fair weather 
before operating, but the rains have been fol- 
lowed bya cold norther, which has prevented 
further work.“ It is a great pity that the party 
did not arriveafew days earlier. There is the 
best reason for believing that if they had been 
more prompt their labors would have been 
crowned with success. But the coming of th 
storm just before the rainmakers were ready to 
begin has deprived them of a glorious oppor- 
tunity. ‘ 

May not the rainfali ascribed to the can- 
nonading have been produced by natural 
means, the same as the rain-storm which caused 
the postponement of the experiment?

MR. WATTERSON’S NOVEL BOND THEORY. 

Mr. Henry Watterson is the head of a new 
theory of finance, notabie chiefly for original 
ana peculiar views regarding evidences of in- 
debtedness. Tun Trirruns pointed out the 
fact that the United States was in the habit of 
settling with Europe for balances of goods 
imported, and bills of American tourists, by 
sending across the ocean millions of dollars’ 
worth of mortgages in the form of national or 
railroad bonds or other securities. Tux TRI 
unE showed also the dangers incident to this 
growing indebtedness—the drain of gold and 
the throwing back of masses of those securities 
on the American stock market, forcing down 
values and perhaps causing a panic. 

The buoyant, optimistic Mr. Watterson, 
who can see no dangers forthe country except 
in duties which protect the American work- 
ingman against Europe undercutting his 
wages, is not alarmed about this exportation 
of bonds and piling up a foreign debt. He 
says: 

Bonds once issued become merchandise. They 
go into the market just as wheat or cotton. They 
rise or fall in price just as pork or pretroleum. 
Europe can no more send back our bonds without 


our consent and demand gold than she can send 
us wool or woolens and demand gold. 


Are bonds merely merchandise? Do not 
they possess a few qualities which dis- 
tinguish them from petroleum or wheat, pork 
or cotton? It isa peculiarity of bonds, not 
possessed by pork or cotton, that he who 
holds one cuts off once or twice a year a little 
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ment. If the latter 
promptly he is sued, and his property is 
seized to pay coupon and bond. There 
have been cases, as of Mississippi, where the 
demand for gold on the part of the foreign 
holder of the bonds was resisted successfully. 
for that “sovereign State could not be 
forced to pay its debts. But the refusal was 
branded with the ugly name of “ repudia- 
tion.” Surely Mr. Watterson would not ‘sug- 
gest jauntily that the interest on railroad 
bonds held abroad and the bonds themselves 
need not be paid when due. 

If a hundred million dollars’ worthof Amer- 
ican cotton are held abroad the United States 
is unconcerned. It has to make no payments 
on account of that cotton. But if a hundred 
million dollars’ worth of American securities 
are held abroad this country has not ‘heard the 
last of them. It has to send across the ocean 
from five to six million dollars’ worth of gold 
every year to pay the interest on them. If 
any of the bonds become due the road has to 
hustle around to meet them. If seventy or 
eighty millions of railroad bonds not yet due 
are thrown on Wall street, in a few months it 
has to take them or the value of all the securi- 
ties held in this country will be depressed. 
Billions of securities will suffer in price. We 
all saw that last fall and winter. 

If, as Mr. Watterson says, bonds are mere- 
ly merchandise, does he not think it would 
be better if instead of that class of Amer- 
ican merchandise being held in Europe sev- 
eral hundred millions of zurplus products 
were seld and the balance of trade placed in 
our favor instead of continuing against us? 
And, if he does not, how would he set to work 
to bring that state of things about? Does he 
imagine that it can be done in any way if the 
cost of the imports constantly exceeds the 
amount received for our exports?

Price of Exported Manufactures. 

Gen. Grosvenor, in a speech delivered last week 
at Dexter City, O., has made a strong point in 
replying to the assertions of Gov. Campbell and 
Calamity Mills, that American manufacturers are 
offering their products for sale in foreign coun- 
tries at a greater discount than they allow at 
home, Gen. Grosvenor was abroad last summer 
and throughly investigated these- charges, and 
found, while it is true that nominally the same 
goods are offered cheaper abroad, it is because 
they are of an inferior grade. The condition of 
the average foreigner, by reason of low wages and 
the small profits there are in business pursuits, is 
such that he cannot afford to indulge in the same 
quality of goods of almost any description that 
the American citizen enjoys. This was well pre- 
sented last night by the General, who was forti- 
fied in his position by letters which he read from 
the Hon. Frank Mason, Consni-General of the 
United States at Frankfort-on-the-Main, and the 
Hon. W. H. Edwards, who represents our govern- 
ment in like capacity in Berlin. 


Dissenting from Rome.

I am told that 
two English clergymen who were investigating it 
this summer will shortly publish a work on the 
subject which will attract general attention.

Plans for the Equestrian Statue of Gen. 
Logan Discussed. | 

Wasurnetox, D. C., Oct. 19.—[Special.]— 
The meeting of the joint committee to secure 
an equestrian statue of Gen. Logan was hela 
in the office of the Secretary of War today. 
There were present Secretary Proctor, Gen. 
Alger of Michigan, Gen. Burdett, Capt. 
George E. Lemon, Commissioner of Pensions 
Raum, and Gen. T. L. Casey. These gentle- 
men represented the three committees of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, the Secretary 
of the Society of the Army of the Tennessee, 
and the committee appointed by an act of 
Congress. After considerable discussion a 
resolution was adopted authorizing Secretary 
Proctor, Gen. Alger, and Capt. Lemon to 


visit New York City for the purpose of con- 


sulting with St. Gaudens, the artist, upon the 
design of the equestrian statue. The commit- 
tee has sufficient money on hand to meet all 
emergencies, and Gen. Logan’s statue will 
be erected in Iowa Circle. Several locations 
were discussed, but Iowa Circle met with fa- 
vor. It was understood that this selection 
would be satisfactory to Mrs. Logan. The 
circle has lately been beautifully and greatly 
improved. The nearest military statue is that 
of Gen. Thomas in Thomas Circle, three 
blocks away. The members of the commis- 
sion are here in consultation tonight with 
Mrs. Logan in regard to the designs for the 
statue. 
Free Delivery for Farmers. 


An organized effort is under wag amon 
farmers to secure from Congress free — 
delivery in country towns. The Farmers’ 
Alliance, Patrons of Husbandry, and other 
orders are canvassing the matter. Letters 
are being written to Congressmen in favor of 
the project and petitions to Congress for frée 
delivery are being circulated in many parts of 
the country. Farmers assert that a daily mail 
delivery at their door will add perceptibly to 
the money value of their farms, and will be 
worth still more because it will keep them in 
touch with markets and the outside world and 
rob farm life of its isolation and monotony. 
Postmaster-General Wanamaker states defi- 
nitely for the first time that the experiment 
made by the Postoffice Department for free 
delivery in farming districts shows that the in- 
crease of revenue more than pays ail the in- 
creased expense. He believes that universal 
free delivery would therefore be self-sustain- 
ing. 
Kampville Bridge Plans Approved. 

Secretary Grant today approved the plans 
submitted by the constructing engineer of the 
Litchfield, Carrollton and Western railroad 
for the proposed bridge over the Illinois River 
at Kampville. These plans will be returned 
to Capt. W. L. Marshall, under whose super- 
vision the bridge will be built, care being 
taken that the piers do not interfere with the 
free navigation of the river. According to 
the law in this case the bridge must be com- 
pleted within three years, but up to date little 
if any progress has been reported to the War 
Department.

GEN. BUTLER AS AN AUTHOR. 


His Method of Producing the Manuscript 
of His Keminiscences, 

Gen. Butler’s faculty for persistent applica- 
tion has not been lessened during the sum- 
mer, not a day having passed without the ad- 
dition of many pages to the manuscript of his 
reminiscences to be published this fall, but he 
hasn't written a Hne, except on proofs. His 
method is peculiar. He lies back in a big easy 
chair in his library and dictates to his private 
ecretary. He shuts his eyes and, with an 
nlighted cigar in one corner of his mouth. 
lowly delivers his sentence. For awhile he 
alks about the particular man or period he is 
describing until an incident suggests other 
subjects, not necessary for the chapter, but 
useful later on, and then he branches off, but 
his secretary jots down ali to be inserted in 
their proper places. 

He is an early worker, and his secretary has 
to be on hand at 6 o’clock. He dictates with- 
out intermission for four or five hours, In 
the &fternoon rough drafts in typewriting are 
read to him for corrections or additions. He 
has a large collection of letters and private 
documents relating to civil, political, and 
military affairs, and every statement of 
historical interest and importance is 
carefully verified. As described in the 
Boston Heraid, when his proofs come 
back from the publishers, chapter by 
chapter, he reads them with all the delight 
of a youthful novelist. He gloats over partic- 
ular passages, and chuckles grimly as he adds 
a few more words to his opinion of somebody.

CHICAGO ROADS SUFFER. 


FREIGHT TRAFFIC DIVERTED VIA 
ROUNDABOUT ROUTES. 


Serious Decrease in East-Bound Shipments 
During the Last Week Both by Rail 
and Lake—Chicago Roads Can't Main- 
tain Rates Much Longer— Annual Meet- 
ing of the “Queen and Crescent Not 
Satisfied with the Dividend—Other Rail- 
way News. 


There can no longer be any doubt that east- 
bound freight is being diverted from Chicago 
via roundabout routes, while the lines from 
the West, running across the State of Illinois 
and those running via St. Louis and Memphis 
and via St. Paul and Mackinaw, can scarcely 
furnish cars enough for the freight offered 
them. The Chicago east-bound roads are do- 
ing a much smaller business than they did at 
this time last year. In fact the shipments, 
both through and “local, were smaller last 
week than for the week previous. The ship- 
ments by lake from Chicago nave also mate- 
rially decreased during the last week or two 
and are now only about one-half of what they 
were three or four weeks back. It is becom- 
ing more evident every day that unless the 
Chicago east-bound roads take measures 
to stop the cutting of rates by 
the hnes leading around Chicago their 
business this winter will be smaller 
than last year. The Chicago east-bound 
lines are the only ones which adhere to tariff 
rates and make no concessions to shippers, 
and for this reason they fail to get a fair pro- 
portion of the traffic. The lines running 
around Chicago must either be prevented 
from cutting or manipulating rates or the 
Chicago lines will have to reduce the rates 
sufticiently to make rate-cutting odious. 

The shipments. of flour, grain, and provis- 
ions from Chicago through to seaboard points, 
and for export by the various Central Traffic 
Association roa for the week ending last 
Saturday amounted to 23,635 tons, against 
25,449 tons for the week previous, and 34,016 
tons for the corresponding week last year. 
Flour shipments last week were 2,488 tons, 
against 1,616 tons last year; grain, 14,861 
tons, against 22,853 tons; provisions, 6,286 
tons, 1 8,547 tons. The percentages 
carried by the various roads were as follows: 
Chicago and Grand Trunk, 11.4; Michigan 
Central, 23:1; Lake Shore, 16.6; Fort Wayne, 


19.4; Pan-Handle, 6.8; Baltimore and Ohio, 


9.7: Nickel-Plate, 13. 

The total shipments of all kinds of freight, 
except live stock frum Chicago to through 
and local points in the East by the various 
east- bound roads during the last week 
amounted to 56,516 tous, against 60,106 tons 
for the week previous, and 67,363 tons for the 
corresponding week last year. The tonnage 
carried by the various roads was as follows: 
Michigan Central, 7,916 tons; Wabash, 3,092 
tons; Lake Shore, 8,526 tons; Fort Wayne, 
7,008 tons; Pan Handle, 7,968 tons; Bal- 
timore and Ohio, 3,732 tons: Chicago and 
Grand Trunk, 4,926 tons; Nickel-Piate, 5,670 
tons; Chicago and Erie, 7,677 tons.

THE REPUBLICANS 
CLEANED OUT, 


WERE 


Good Street Paving Affected the Result—The 
Republican Candidate for Mayor Made 
Mistakes— Putting the Party in the Posi- 
tion of Opposing Public Improvements 
~The Time of River Gravel and Loam 
Gone By—And There Is a Demand for 
Asphalt and Hard Brick. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 17.—After a great 
political party has been in a smashup like 
that which happened to the Republicans of 
Indianapolis last Tuesday, having lifted itself 
from the scrap heap, brushed the clods out of 
its hair and the cinders out of its eyes, it is 
interesting as well as instructive to cast about 
for the cause of it. 

As to the strange and seemingly incompre- 
hensible fact that Mayor Sullivan received 
2.728 majority in a vote of 25,868 and the 
other Democratic majorities only 900 to 
1,200, there is, as yet, no explanation that ex- 
plains. The only theory, aside from the fraud 
theory, thus far advanced is that there were 
something like 1,000 Republicans in Indianap- 
olis so attached to Sullivan that they stamped 

Square opposite his name; and thus de- 
ited their ballots, being entirely indifferent 
as to who filled the minor offices, 

Leaving these 1,000 Republican votes out 
of account the rest of it is not difficult to ex- 
plain. Afteralong era of chuck-holes and 
cobblestones the administration of Sullivan 
inaugurated asystem of permanent and ex- 
pensive improvements, and asphalt and brick 
began to supplant river gravel and the native 
loam. This departure proved immensely pop- 
ular, albeit a few who were thereby oppressed 
kicked hard and roared loud. Desiring to cater 
to this insignificant minority the Republican 
candidate for Mayor was unfortunate or indis- 
creet in some of his stump utterances, and the 
artful enemy was quick to place the Repub- 
licans in the position of being opposed to pub- 
lic improvements. The charge was untrue, 
but it had its effect, and, as a result, the Re- 
publican ticket was knifed worst in those 
Republican strongholds where the wealthy de- 
sired the enhancement of the value of their 
property that comes of asphalt streets, sew- 
ers, aud electric light. 

Again, Indianapolis, like Cincinnati, has a 
large German element that 1s wedded to its 
beer. The mistake was made of opening war 
on the saloons, and the effect was to drive the 
Germans iuto the Democraticcamp. The Meth- 
odist and Presbyterian preachers also took a 
hand in it, and, as is invariably the case when 
the preachers step from theology into politics, 
they made u mess of it. They demanded the 
enactment of the Terre Haute Sunday liquor 
ordinance and a good many other things that 
are good morals but poor polities, the effect of 
which was to further unify and solidify all the 
so-called liberal elements against the Repub. 
lican ticket. 

Furthermore, the Republican canvass was 
one that was out at the knees and barefooted. 
A call on the administration by Chairman Dan 
Grubbs, who went to Washington, yielded 
practically nothing, and the Republican cam- 
paign fund was made up from contributions 
by men who had no interest at stake further 
than to achieve a victory. 

The outside limit of funds which the Re- 
publican Campaign committee had at its dis- 
—— for all purposes did not exceed $3,000. 

he Democrats, on the other hand, bled the 
saloonkeepers, the gamblers, the brothels, the 
members of the Police and Fire Departments, 
the street railway companies, gas company, 
water company, light companies, the wealthy 
street contracturs, and the horde of officers 
and their deputies, county, city, and State. 
A very conservative estimate of the amount of

Experience thus for with the Australian bal- 
lot system in Indiana shows it susceptible of 
more dangerous abuses than was the old law 
under which Democrats charged that mem- 
bers of their party were bought like mules, 
only cheaper. It secures a secret ballot, and 
to adegree, at least, prevents vote buying, 
but these are the only points that can be 
claimed for it. A dangerous feature is that 
which places only one challenger of each party 
between the voter and the polling places. A 
voter once admitted no one can question his 
right to vote. Underthe old law with three 
or four fellows looking over his shoulder at 
the poll-book any crookedness on the part 
of any challenger would have been immedi- 
ately detected and the challenger displaced, 
but under the Australian system“ no one but 
election officers and the three or four per- 
sons voting are allowed within fifty feet of the 


polls. 

Among all the men appointed as challengers 
there is doubtless occasionally one open to 
bribery, and with the challengeron either side 
** fixed,’”’ the door for the repeater would be 
thrown wide open. That certain Republican 
challengers at the election held here last Tues- 
day were flxed, is openly charged. But of 
all the features of this kangaroo system that 
which empowers the majority of an Election 
Board to throw out practically an unlimited 
number of ballots on the strength of the dis- 
tinguishing mark ”’ racket cannot be too hot- 
ly condemned or too soon corrected. What 
constitutes a distinguishing mark is left en- 
tirely to the Election Board to construe. It 
may be a pencil mark, or a blur from the ap- 
plication of the stamp, or the grimy imprint 
of a mechanic’s thumb. : 

Any mark, however delicate or insignifi- 
cant, aside from those prescribed, that may 
mar the immaculate whiteness of the ballot, 
affords a basis upon which to raise the plea 
of a distinguishing mark, and if the ballot is 
of that complexion that a majority of the 
board would wish it rejected, out it goes. 
Under the old law the intention of the voter 
was the invariable rule applied, but under 
this law the fact that the intention of the 
voter is as plain as day would cut no figure 
whatever. So, too, under this law, what on a 
Republican ballot might be held to be a dis- 
tinguishing mark, might,on a Democratic 
ballot, be held to be a matter of no conse- 
quence, and the Democratic inspector and 
judge would outvote the Republican judge, 
and that would be the end of it, 

The Australian Ballot Law in Indiana. 

The Indianapolis Journal (Rep.), which is 
very angry over the reélection of Mayor Sulli- 
van by an increased majority in that city, 
nevertheless bears this testimony to the value 
of the Australian Ballot law: “The law gives 
universal satisfaction to all who desire quiet, 
orderly; and dignified elections. It is a vast 
improvement in many ways over the old sys- 
tem, and adds largely. to the dignity of elec- 
tions. No doubt it can be improyed in some 
of its details, but its main features are admir- 
able and its results excellent. Some of the 
worst features of elections under the old 
system are entirely done away with. The dis- 
orderly crowds around the polls, the noisy 
peddling of tickets, the offensive electioneer- 
ing and solicitation of votes near the polis, the 
pulling and hauling of doubtful voters, the

— they vote are all done away with. Per- 
haps the two best features of the new system 
are the — N of the — and the 

revision prohibiting any person from re- 
— bin fifty feet of the polls. Every 
person feels now as he 4 the polls 
that he is exercising a valued right in a digni- 
fied way; and when he prepares and folds his 
ballot he feels that he has not been subject to 
any meddlesome or prying dictation. The 
secrecy of the ballot is a great safeguard to 
its purity and independence.

— He is also furnished with an eight-ounce 
bottle of medicine, of which he 7 required to 
take a teaspoonful in a fourth of a glass of water 
every two hours when awake. Iwo warm tub 
baths a week are also prescribed and à frequent 
change of underclothing is recommended. The 
injections are made four times a day, at § a. m., 
12 m., 5 p. m., and 7:20 p. m., during treatment, 
which commonly lasts three weeks. 

Many drinking men reach 2 with giazed 
faces, trembling nerves, entire loss of appetite, 
and inability to find rest night or day. Such per- 
sons are at once offered whisky by the institute 
doctors. The liquor is in we or four ounce bot- 
tles, and the supply is as constant and liberal as 
the case requires. If the patient’s condition is 
very wretched he is placed in the charge of an at- 
tendant, who carries his botties of whisky and 
medicine, administers to him under direction of 
the physicians, and is his constant companion by 
day and by night. As soon as the treatment is 
fairly begun the craving for liquor grows less. 
Most patients have no desire for it beyond the 
second day, although there are instances where 
the appetite lasts three times as long. The 
institute doctors have been known to 60 
transform a helpless drunkard, unable to tell 
his name, that within twenty minutes. after he 
has reached Dwight he can walk to his hotel, 
legibly register, ana conduct his business with the 
clerk. But this sudden change is not generally 
desirable, and drunken patients are usually per- 
mitted to sober up by slower stages. If they will 
fully subject themselves to the treatment the de- 
sire for Liquor will soon be over, the smell of it 
become nauseating, and the taste abhrrent.
